MANILA, P. I., Feb. I.—Under full steam the U. S. Asi- 
at ic fleet sailed out of Manila Bay today for Shanghai. 
“The sole purpose of the fleet movement is to protect 
American lives and property in the international settlement 
of Shanghai,” declared Rear Admiral Montgomery M. Tay­ 
lor, commander of the fleet. 
The fifteenth division under Division Commander E. N. 
S. Robertson, was first to depart, followed by the destroyers 
under Commander McCaul. 
The flagship Houston carried Admiral Taylor and sev­ 
eral hundred marines who arrived last week on the transport 
Chaumont. 
The Houston is scheduled to arrive off Shanghai Wed­ 
nesday, the other vessels the following day. The Houston 
was followed by Admiral Taylor’s yacht, Isabel.
